‘Officials Check Schools 
For Presence Of Asbestos 


An assistant superintendent of 
schools says there are no safety haz- 
ards in the schools although asbestos 
inspections are taking place. Assis- 
tant Superintendent of operations 
Francis Paul said the inspections 
should be complete by the end of the 
month. 

‘We don’t have any situation now 
that’s an imminent threat to occu- 
pants in any buildings,” Paul said. 

The schools are being surveyed in 
compliance with a federal regula- 
tion, the Asbestos Hazard Emergen- 
cy Response Act of 1986, which says

that all schools in the country have 
to be inspected, Paul said. Asbestos 
has been linked to cancer cases. 

Hall Kimbrall, a specialist in en- 
vironmental management, is in the 
process of making the survey and 
analyzing the asbestos situation in 
the buildings, Paul said. They will 
inspect classrooms after school 
hours and will not disrupt daily 
school activities, he added. 

When completed, the report will 
be submitted to the state for appro- 
val.

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Five Bus Companies vie 
For State Subsidy

Five bus companies are seeking 
to replace the recently-deposed Mer- 
rimac Transportation Co. as the re- 
cipient of a state subsidy for 
providing commuter bus service be- 
tween the Merrimack Valley and 
Boston. 

Several are familiar names to lo- 
cal bus riders. 

Trombly Motor Coach of Dracut 
and the Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority currently operate 
school pickup and public transit 
services in Andover and throughout 
the area. Michaud Bus Lines of Sa- 
lem, Mass., has run commuter busi- 
ness in Haverhill, while the Smith 
Co. provides a wide range of bus 
services out of nearby Plaistow, 


N.H. 

The fifth firm, Brighton-based 
Crystal Transport, is a motor coach 
tour business seeking to expand its 
operations in public transit. 

The Merrimack Valley-to-Boston 
run, which serves about 600 passen- 
gers daily during the week, has be- 
come attractive because the route is 
subsidized by the Massachusetts 
Bay Transit Authority, say company 
officials from each firm inter- 
viewed. 

Merrimac Transportation, before 
it was stripped of the subsidy last 
month, recieved just over $204,000 
annually from the state. 

However, on Sept. 9, the Everett- 
based bus company announced it 
would be scaling back service on all 
non-rush hour runs. The MBTA reac- 
ted quickly, telling Merrimac they 
had breached their contract with the 
state and were in danger of losing 
the subsidy. 

After six weeks of negotiations 
failed to bring an agreement over a 
new bus schedule, the MBTA adver- 
tised in area newspapers for a re- 
placement. 

An MBTA spokesman said the 
state agency is looking for a firm 
that would provide good evening and 
weekend service in addition to main- 
taining the bread-and-butter com- 
muter runs.

plying said they’d be able to main- 
tain non-peak hour service, but the 
MBTA would need to support the ex- 
tra expense. 

“Tn our bid, we reflected what it 
would cost to run weekend service,” 
said Gig Michaud, president of 
Michaud Bus Lines. ‘‘Weekend serv- 
ice is a major loser; most of the sub- 
sidy goes to running it.” 

Frank Trombly, owner of Tromb- 
ly Motor Coach, which sold the Bos- 
ton route to Merrimac in 1985, before 
the state stepped in with cash assis- 
tance, said the route was a loser 
without the subsidy. 

“The money coming from the 
MBTA takes the load off commuter 
work,”’ said Trombly. ‘In 85, we 
were going broke.”’ 

But $200,000 annually is still not 
enough to support off-hour service, 
said Trombly. 

Although “we did it before and 
gladly accept the fact there should 
be night, Saturday and Sunday serv- 
ice,” Trombly feels that * ‘if you go 
right at that figure, you’re going to 
lose money if you do the weekend 
stuff.”’ 

Still, Michaud feels his firm has 
an excellent chance of winning the 
bid. 

Michaud Bus Lines owns over 100 
buses and has a good reputation in 
all phases of its operations, which 
include school and public transpor- 
tation in the Salem and Peabody 
areas, tour and charter work and 
bus sales, said Michaud. 

“Jim O’Leary (MBTA operations 
manager) knows we can keep a 
schedule without a hitch,” said 
Michaud. ‘‘He knows our equipment 
is good and our management is 
strong. We should have a ver) 
strong chance of running this opera- 
tion.”’ 

Steve Gadd of the Smith Co., 
which operates Timberlane Trans- 
portation in New Hampshire, said 
the odds are “‘very good”’ his compa-

Representative Sue Tucker has been 
awarded a fellowship to participate in the 
1989 European Community’s Visitor’s 
Program. The Visitor’s Program is spon- 
sored by the European Parliament for the 
purpose of fostering international under- 
standing of European political, economic 
and social institutions.

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Appearing in Carnegie Hall is a 
performer’s dream, and 13-year-old 
Sue Yeun Kim has done just that— 
several times.

that distinction determined who 
moved on to the finals, she said. 

Kim performed musical pieces by 
Beethoven, Schubert and Edward 
MacDowell in the first round and got 
the go-ahead to the second round, 
she said. 

The supervisor of the competition 
chose a test piece to be played in the 
second round, and Kim said her age 
group was assigned a piece called 
“Nocturne” by Chopin. 


Six entrants passed and went on 
to the final round, Kim said. Judges 
scored performers in this phase of 
the competition, and Kim placed 
first with her performance of a 
Schubert piece, Impromptu. 

But it wasn’t the first time she’d 
won this competition. Prior to 1988, 
Kim had won first place in her age 
group when she was 8, 10 and 11 
years old, she said. 

All of those feats qualified her to 
perform at Carnegie Hall. 


A music lover since she can re- 
member, Kim has played the piano 
for eight years and says she prac- 
tices one to two hours every day and 
takes lessons every week. 


Though playing the piano take up 
a great deal of time, it’s a hobby and 
not something she anticpates pursu- 
ing professionally, Kim said. 

“Tt’s just fun,” she said. “I like 
listening to music, and I like playing 
the piano.” 


One of the challenges, she said, is 
learning to play a musical piece with 
feeling. ‘That takes a long time,” 
she said. 


While Kim says she doesn’t have 
a favorite song or composer, she 
said she enjoys trying to play music 
just like the original artist. 

Or, she said, ‘‘if they interpret it 
differently than I do, I play it differ- 
ent and maybe better.”’

Attorney Wins Large Medical Malpractice Suit

A case involving a_ helicopter 
crash and a $100,000 settlement back 
in 1976 broke attorney Thomas Kiley 
into the legal world of personal in- 
jury cases. 

And that’s where he remains to- 
day. Working out of a plush office in 
Marketplace Center in Boston, Kiley 
still represents plaintiffs in personal 
injury cases. 

Just recently, Kiley won one of the 
largest medical malpractice set- 
tlements in Massachusetts history.

Nearly $10 million was awarded to a 
former Lowell resident and his wife 
in October by a Middlesex Superior 
Court jury. 

The settlement was given to the 
couple for injuries suffered in a 1982 
ae to St. Joseph’s Hospital in Low- 
ell. 

And two weeks ago, $1.7 million 
was awarded to a Lawrence family 
for damages caused by a fire in their 
home due to the explosion of a roach 
killer, Martin’s Mill Spray. Kiley 
says he proved that the labeling of 
the product didn’t address the haz- 
ards associated with its use. 

Kiley, an eight-year Andover resi- 
dent, specializes in personal injury 
cases. 

But these aren’t your run-of-the- 
mill cases. Usually, they require a 
great deal of expertise in a certain 
area. 

Personal injury cases may be the 
result of malpractice in the medical 
or legal field or they may be the re- 
sult of a faulty product. Whatever 
the situation may be, the cases Kiley 
takes require a lot of research—in- 
cluding professional consultation 
and depositions. 

And to prepare for a trial, Kiley 
employs a graphic artist who de- 
signs elaborate displays for the 
courtroom, like color-coded graphs, 
pictures and video tapes. 

It takes three to five years to pre- 
pare most of his cases, he says, “I 
am an entrepreneur,” Kiley said. ‘‘I 


take difficult cases that require the 
input of many hours and usually a 
large sum of money.” Some cases, 
he said, take hundreds of thousands 
dollars to bring to court. 

To prepare for a case, Kiley says 
he has to be as knowledgeable as 
professionals in a given field, like 
the manufacturers of Martin’s Mill 
Spray. “It’s challenging to become 
more of an expert at something than 
those who design a product...I spend 
a lot of time getting expertise,” he 
said. 

This type of specialization makes 
Kiley’s practice unique. About 80 
percent of his cases are referrals 
from other attorneys who “don’t 
have the expertise, financial back- 
ing or desire to pursue the case,” 
Kiley said. 

He works with a staff of four attor- 
neys and two paralegals. A great 
deal of time is spent reviewing cases 
to determine if the firm will rep- 
resent the plaintiff, Kiley said. For 
instance, one attorney who works for 
Kiley specializes in the medical field 
and is responsible for reviewing 
about 250 malpractice cases every 
year. Kiley says he accepts about 15 
percent of those cases. 

Using his judgment, Kiley deter- 
mines which cases to accept and 
which ones to reject. ‘“You develop 
an instinct from accumulated expe- 
rience,’’ he said. 

Kiley has tried and won numerous 
cases. In 1984, he represented a 


woman who was hit by an MBTA 
trolley in Boston and received the 
largest jury settlement in Suffolk 
County at that time—$2.2 million. 

To date, his largest victory is a 
structured settlement worth $26 mil- 
lion from a toy manufacturer for a 
brain-damaged child. The child will 
receive the best rehabilitative care 
and at age 18 will reside in a facility 
for people who are brain-damaged, 
Kiley said. 

When he wins a case, Kiley receiv- 
es about one third of the settlement. 
Difficult and time-consuming cases 
may involve an even higher percent- 
age return. 

But Kiley is not compensated for 
cases he loses in court. In losing, Ki- 
ley said ‘“‘my biggest disappointment 
is I haven’t been able to provide the 
economic relief my clients need...it’s 
their only opportunity.” 

Kiley says he develops a rapport 
and a close relationship with all of 
his clients. ‘I like representing peo- 
ple that are victims in our society, 
that for the most part don’t have the 
means to do it themselves,” he said. 
“J have tremendous satisfaction 
when I can restore their economic 
growth.” 

Currently, Kiley’s firm is involved 
with several hundred cases. But he 
says he concentrates on about 15 to 
90 at one time—those that are in the 
final steps of trial preparation and 
those in the discovery stage.

‘Although we just opened our first inn a 
little over a year ago in Atlanta, we’re so 
pleased with our success we’re planning 
our expansion into this totally new re- 
gion,’’ said Robert J. McCarthy, vice- 
president of marketing for Fairfield Inn.

About $450 to 500 million a year has been committed to national 
expansion, Lambert said, By the end of this year, 112 Courtyard 
hotels will be open and plans call for more than 300 open by the 
early 1990's. 

Earlier this year, Courtyard opened its first hotel abroad, in the 
United Kingdom. 

The Courtyard concept is based on extensive research into the 
preferences of business and pleasure travelers in the mid-priced 
segment. The hotel is designed with a residential feeling in ar- 
chitecture and landscaping, including a courtyard in the center of 
the hotel property. 

Special features for the business traveler include a large work 
desk and a telephone extension cord long enough to reach both the 
desk and the bed.

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Andover Resident Pursues 
Dream Of Acting Career

While many kids his age wanted to be 
firefighters or surgeons, Robert Teichert 
decided early on that he wanted to be an 
actor. 

That dream is beginning to come true. 

At 22, Teichert has already appeared in 
numerous musicals, print and television 
commercials and films. He is the son of 
Frederick and Jane Teichert of 31 Sun- 
crest Road. 

He got his start in Andover Community 
Theatre, in the musicals Carousel and 
Mame. After graduating from Andover 
High School in 1984, he moved to Florida, | 
where he has begun to get his acting ca- 
reer off the ground. 

“My friends dragged me there,’’ he 
said with a laugh. Teichert added that he 
also had a practical reason for moving 
South: many productions are filmed in 
Florida, he said. Teichert’s done TV com- 
mercials for Pepsi, Coca-Cola, Credo 
Body Spray and Southeast Toyota. 

“When I got there, I couldn’t believe 
what was happening,’ he said. “‘It’s defi- 
nitely growing. The market is definitely 
moving east.” 

Teichert says he has been to the city 
people usually think of as the performer’s 
mecca—New York. But getting started in 
the business isn’t all it’s cracked up to be. 

“Tt’s discouraging. They tell you to call 
back when you live there permanently or 
you don’t have the right look.” 

It’s even hard to find an agent, Teichert 
said. His agent, Ada Gordon, works out of 
Miami. He also belongs to the Screen Ac- 
tors Guild Union. 

But, he says, ‘‘basically, what you run 
into down there is a cattle call.’’ 

The best way to build a career is to get 
as much exposure as you can, Teichert 
said. And that’s what he’s tried to do. He 
played Michael, a leading role in Boys in 
the Band, in a community theater produc- 
tion in Davie, Fla. 

He’s also done ads for newspapers and 
magazines. Teichert said he was skiing at 
Pinkham Notch in Vermont when a rep- 
resentative of Ski Magazine approached 
him and asked if he’d like to model for the 
magazine. That’s how he got his first 
modeling job. 

Since then, he’s done a string of ads, 
including one for Burger King. 

On television, Teichert was one of five 
actors in an ’86 Pepsi commercial aired 
during the Grammy Awards. The com- 
mercial featured Don Johnson of Miami 
Vice fame and singer Glen Frye. 

On the big screen, Teichert’s had non-

speaking parts in a number of films, in- 
cluding Band of the Hand, Nerds in Par- 
adise (bellboy) and Police Academy V 
(cadet). 

Teichert says of all the acting jobs he’s 
done, his favorite have been the films he’s 
worked on. ‘Commercials are so much 
different. They’re not so demanding,” he 
said. ‘‘All the public sees is the film; they 
don’t know the work that goes into it. It’s 
very rewarding and exciting.” 

Teichert received his training from sev- 
eral schools and workshops, including 
John Robert Powers Modeling School in 
Boston and workshops taught by Joseph 
Lapella at Bailey Hall in Davie and by 
Ilse Earle at the Miami Actor’s Studio. 

“Fyverybody has their own method,” 
Teichert said. ‘‘Dustin Hoffman is a 
method actor. It’s very hard. He lives his 
part for a while before doing it.

“J haven’t picked what method I use. If 
you know you can do it, you can read a 
script.” 

Teichert says he’d eventually like to 
star in a film drama—mayhe in a biogra- 
phy. “I think it would be great,” he said 
about playing the role of a historical fig- 
ure. ‘You have to study a lot, learn all 
that in a small period of time.” 

He says actors should be role models 
for young people. “I like actors who 
aren’t in the tabloids,” he said, citing 
Hoffman and Judd Nelson. Teichert said 
he also likes the work of Glenn Close and 
Mery] Streep. 

He says actors should do more than fic- 
tion; they should make other people 
aware of social issues. ‘I’m interested in 
a lot of things; I like to educate myself 
about things like AIDS and drug use,” he 
said. “I want to make people aware of 
these things. People are so naive to it.” 

But, he admits, theater- and movie- 
goers look to acting as a way to forget 
about themselves. ‘‘They want to escape 
when they go to a movie. They don’t want 
to see a movie and say, ‘I do this at 
home—big deal,’” Teichert said. “I'd 
rather go see a movie about real life. The 
thing about movies like Barfly and Steal- 
ing Home—those are real movies.” 

Teichert recently tried out for a produc- 
tion called Vagabond Broadway, sched- 
uled to start this month. He says you have 
to be versatile to audition for parts. To 
try out for Vagabond, for instance, Tei- 
chert said he had to tap and ballroom 
dance, besides sing. 

He said he hasn’t received any formal 
training in dance, but can pick up steps 
quickly just by watching. 

“Everyone has strong points and weak 
points (at auditions); it’s interesting to 
see,” 

Teichert works at restaurants to earn 
money between acting jobs, some of 
which don’t pay anything, he said. “I feel 
like a gypsy, but you have to pay bills.” 

He says his family hasn’t tried to talk 
him out of his chosen field. ‘‘No one’s dis- 
couraged me,” he said. “You never 
know—tomorrow may be the day. 

‘A lot of it’s being your own person and 
taking a risk. A lot of people give up...It’s 
a crazy business. 

‘A lot of people have the misconception 
that it’s glamorous, but it’s not. It takes 
time, energy and money to keep yourself 
afloat. Sometimes I ask myself, ‘Why am 
I doing this?’ It’s because I enjoy it. I 
don’t know what else I would want to do.”

In Citizenship Task Force

The old saying ‘money makes the 
world go around” may have some validi- 
ty, at least as far as economics is con- 
cerned. 

Economics, a subject that intimidates 
most college students, should be taught to 
youngsters at an early age because it’s an 
integral part of day-to-day living, says 
Robert Littlefield, fifth-grade teacher at 
South Elementary School. 

His expertise in economics for elemen- 
tary and middle school students, led to 
Littlefield’s involvement in the prepara- 
tion of a report called Excellence in So- 
cial Studies Education: The Foundation 
of Active Citizenship. 

The report was developed by a 
statewide task force made up of social 
studies teachers specializing in areas like 
economics, anthropology, sociology, ge- 
ography and world history, said Little- 
field. ‘It’s a comprehensive social 
studies report,”’ he added. 

The task force was co-sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Council for Social Studies 
and the state Department of Education. 
The report is geared toward social studies 
teachers, and, according to Commission- 
er of Education Harold Raynolds, Jr., it is 
intended to assist school systems plan a 
more effective strategy for developing 
active, informed citizens. 

The task force developed teaching 
strategies and a resource directory, 
which includes museums and profession-

al associations, Littlefield said. 

Since it has just been completed, the 
report’s impact is difficult to determine. 
But ‘“‘it should be a worthwhile resource 
to any community that wants a compre- 
hensive guide (pre-kindergarten through 
grade 12) to the teaching of social stud- 
ies,”’ he said. 

Littlefield, program chairman of the 
Economic Education Council of Massa- 
chusetts for the past three years, said 
participating in the task force was worth- 
while. ‘I was pleased to be invited to par- 
ticipate because I think economics is such 
4 critical component of citizenship to- 

ay.” 

And he says students should be famil- 
iar with economic terminology and com- 
fortable with the ere at an early age 
because it plays a role in so many facets 
of education and daily life. 

For example, Littlefield said, ‘if you 
don’t understand economics, it’s almost 
impossible to comprehend any daily 
newspaper.” 

And to truly understand many histori- 
cal events, one must consider the eco- 
nomic components, Littlefield said. The 
American Revolution, he said, was due in 
large part to economics: ‘taxation with- 
out representation.”’ 

The rationale for a social studies edu- 
cation, according to the report, is citizen 
education that ‘enables students to be-

The principals, Dr. Richard McGrail of Doherty and William 
Hart of West, presented an update to the School Committee at its 
Nov. 14 meeting. 

Due to the grade reorganization in the Andover school system, 
ee and West were converted from junior highs to middle 
schools. 

Preparation for the transition began last spring. Teachers and 
administrators from both schools attended the annual Middle 
School Conference in Hyannis. The purpose, said McGrail, was 
to share ideas with other professionals, become familiar with 
trends and successful practices and to develop a nucleus of staff 
support. 

Meetings were held to orient parents, students and staff mem- 
bers to the reorganization plans. And sixth-grade teachers who 
were moving to the middle schools visited the schools to become 
acquainted with one other and the facilities, McGrail said. 

Two task forces, consisting of staff from both middle schools, 
met during the summer. One prepared a Middle School Student- 
/Parent Handbook, which was mailed to students prior to the 
opening of school in September. 

The other task force focused on key middle school concepts to 
be addressed over the next three to five years, such as an inter- 
disciplinary approach, a teacher advisory program, a variety of 
extracurricular activities and flexible scheduling. The commit- 
tee, said Hart, recommended that the interdisciplinary approach 
be the main priority during the 1988-’89 school year because it 
indirectly gives attention to other middle school concepts. 

Preparation continued into the fall. Visiting consultants spoke 
about interdisciplinary units at the first in-service half day in 
September, said McGrail. It was decided that all middle school 
teams would develop a pilot interdisciplinary unit, and McGrail 
said that’s proceeding on schedule.

Announcing Publicly 


The annual town election doesn’t take place 
until late March, but already the prospects of 
an interesting and competitive race for the two 
seats avialable on the Board of Selectmen is in 
the works. 

Last week, as the two incumbents, Charles 
Wesson and Gerald Silverman, announced 
their intentions to seek re-election during the 
regular meeting of the board, a candidate and 
others protested the action. — 

The main thrust of the protest was that the 
two were taking advantage of cable television 
time since the local cable company telecasts 
the board meetings live. 

Without indicating any endorsement of the 
candidacies of anyone, the actions of the two 
incumbents seem rather proper and frankly 
need no apology. 

Both were taking advantage of what most in 
_, the world of politics do, namely using the bene- 
fits of incumbency. 

All candidates in office do so, from the presi- 
dent on down and, while those attempting to 
wrest the office from the incumbent may not 
be particularly pleased with the action, it is a 
way of political life that has existed for years. 

One of the principal objections was the can- 
didate’s appearance on the cable television 
broadcast, an objection that seems somewhat 
absurd. 

It is doubtful that the Andover selectmen’s 
meeting would shatter the Nielsen ratings, 


particularly in view of ‘War and Remem- 
brance’ being telecast as well as Monday night 
football. 

Board Chairman William Downs said he 
would consider providing equal time for other 
candidates to face the TV cameras with their 
announcments. 

Already, in a letter to the editor this week, 
Jack Dziadul, who is an announced candidate, 
has stated that he will not demand the equal 
time approach. 

All of the candidates have the opportunity to 
announce their intentions through the news col- 
umns of The TOWNSMAN. 

As of the moment there are four announced 
candidates for selectmen, and there are re- 
ports that there may be others seeking election 
to the the two three-year terms up for consider- 
ation. 

Frankly it’s great to see such interest for a 
change. It has been some time since public 
service in Andover has attracted so much at- 
tention. 


Since there is such interest, doesn’t it seem 
more appropriate to address issues facing the 
town than worrying about television ratings? 

Anyone interested in announcing their candi- 
dacy for public office is welcome to use our 
news columns to say so. After all, we have 
been performing that service for 102 years 
rather effectively.

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Warrior Explosive Opening Falls Short 


Those who were punctual witnessed an 
explosive beginning to the traditional 
Andover-Central Catholic Thanksgiving 
morning football game last week. 

Barely 50 per cent of the spectators had 
settled into their seats at Lovely Field 
when Golden Warriors’ quarterback Kurt 
Brucato and wide receiver Jack Dalton 
hooked up on an electrifying 75-yard pass- 
and-run touchdown play.

The slick duo of Brucato and Dalton 
were to hook up once again late in the 
game, but it wasn’t enough as Central fin- 
ished 7-3-0 and denied the 4-5-1 Golden 
Warriors a winning season before a large 
crowd on a frosty morning. 

It marked CCHS’ second consecutive 
victory in the series, the most points the 
Red Raiders have scored against And- 
over in a decade, and the first time in 
several years the game had been decided 
by more than a one touchdown margin. 

“Tf you’d asked me at the start of the 
year if I’d be satisified with 4-5-1, I proba- 
bly would’ve said yes,” stated Collins. 
‘““We were very inexperienced, especially 
up front. We were playing two sopho- 
mores and a freshman (Eric Greenstein) 
in the line late in the season. There was a 
time when I would have thought using 
even one sophomore was very unusual.,”’ 

But times have changed. 

“We can’t think of it as a bad season,” 
noted Collins. ‘‘Naturally we wanted it to 
end with a victory, but Central was the 
better team. 

“We improved tremendously the sec- 
ond half of the year, but played two out- 
standing football teams the last three 
games. Tewksbury (7-2-1) and Central 
are among the best around.
